Dr. H. A. Washburn would like the 
difference between shifts, transfers, 
double transfers and double impres- 
sions. 

This is rather a long list not of gen- 
eral interest to the average collector 
until the advent of the Bicentennial 
Issue when the collecting of plate 
peculiarities reached high levels 
since intensified by the inclusion of 
illustrations in the specialized cata- 
logue. 

Taking these items in the order of 
their occurrence we begin with Trans- 
fer. The process of engraving stamps 
is as follows. An original die is 
made by hand. A roll of soft steel 
is then rolled over the original die 
under pressure which forces the roll

into the cuts in the die. The roll is 
then hardened and becomes the Trans- 
fer Roll. The design on the Transfer 
Roll is then pressed into a soft steel 
plate as many times as there are 
stamps on a sheet. Each one of these 
impressions on the plate is called a 
transfer. 

A Double Transfer is caused by 
raising the transfer roll when in the 
midst of rolling in a transfer on the 
plate. After raising the roll is low- 
ered in such a way that it does not 
coincide exactly with the part al- 
ready rocked in thus causing the 
doubling of some of the lines in the 
design. 

A Shift is a Double Transfer 
which, as far as I can determine, 
deserves a special name only because 
it is of less prominence than a dis- 
tinct Double Transfer. 

Double Impressions are double 
printings. In other words, the sheet 
on which the stamps are printed goes 
through the press twice, thus putting 
two impressions on the same sheet. 
This could not, as far as I can see, 
happen to rotary press stamps and 
seems almost impossible on any en- 
graved stamp. The worst offenders 
are the offset printings described last 
week. This may have been caused by 
running faintly printed stamps 
through the press a second time or 
may have been caused by the rubber 
roller not having been thoroughly 
cleaned from a previous impression. 

Early reports on the Maryland issue 
lead us to believe that the extra rub- 
ber stamp ink being used to put “post- 
age due one cent additional” on cov- 
ers bearing these stamps will cost 
more than if Mr. Farley had made 
the stamp larger and bi-colored. Also, 
there is some question about the three 
dolphins or whales disporting them- 
selves before the bow of the Dove. 
They are one millimetre long while 
the Dove is ten millimetres from stem 
to stern. Presuming they are dolphins, 
being white-bellied, and averaging 
four feet in length, this means the 
Dove was about 40 feet overall. The 
question before the house is should 
the dolphins be smaller or the Dove 
bigger to bring them into correct 
proportion or was the Dove only 40 
feet long?

Undoubt- 
edly ships which will especially com- 
memorate the event include the Penn- 
sylvania, the Northampton, the Lex- 
ington, the Texas, the West Virginia, 
the Maryland, the California, Perry, 
Indianapolis, Louisville, Portland, 
Pensacola, Herbert, Fox, Argonne, 
Relief, Medusa, Arctic and Neches. 
Covers should go now to the navy 
mail clerks, care postmaster, New 
York City. 


Northampton Cachet 


We have seen an advance proof of 
the cachet to be applied by the North- 
ampton, from whose genial mail clerk 
have come some of the most attrac- 
tive cachets so far in collectors’ al- 
bums.

Help Needed in East 

Now that the fleet will be in the 
Atlantic for several months naval col- 
lectors need a few genial souls on the 
eastern coast who will do for the 
hobby what those spendid western 
coast cooperators have been doing for 
the last two or three years.

Terrio 
has told me several times he will al- 
ways cancel covers for bona fide col- 
lectors, but he steadfastly refuses 
to do anything special for those who 
send in large numbers of covers with 
the obvious intent of selling them 
at a profit. So, send “Terry” a few 
— and you will get some nice can- 
cels. 


New Admiral Soon 


The trip east from the Pacific is the 
last for Admiral David Foote Sellers, 
commander of the fleet. He will haul 
down his four-starred flag when the 
east coast is reached and will be suc- 
ceeded in the high command by Ad- 
miral Joseph Mason Reeves. As these 
changes in admirals always mean spe- 
cial cancels and oftentimes special 
cachets, watch for this and get cov- 
ers off,

NO FISH FOR Before 


we _ printed 
MARYLAND 


the article about the 
fish on the Maryland 
Stamp we showed the copy to a man 
who lives along the Atlantic Shore. 
He corrected us by calling attention 
to the fact that the animals on the 
stamp were porpoises. 

To an inland man most anything 
that lives in water, swims and looks 
like a fish is a fish in so far as nam- 
ing them is concerned. 

Now comes two readers who take 
us to task about the statement we 
made in which we called the Por- 
poises, fish. 

Willis W. Worthington of Shelter 
Island Heights, N. Y., states, “you 
are evidently unaware of the fact 
that porpoises are not fish, but warm 
blocded mammals, in the family of 
whales and dolphins, breathing air 
bv lungs, the same as you and I, and 
bringing forth living young, which 
are suckled by the mother.” 

While John G. Douglas of the de- 
partment of Geology of the Univer- 
| sity of North Carolina, writes. 

“As you state, the fish are not ordi- 
nary fish but porpoises. Herein lies 
the difficulty. The porpoise is not 
only not an ordinary fish, but, indeed, 
is not a fish at all, being one of the 
Cetacea, a group of mammals, far 
more nearly related to the cow and 
the horse than to any of the finny 
tribe. This being the case you can 
readily see that any “Fish” collec- 
tors who include the Maryland stamp 
will be committing a grievous social 
error.” 

Therefore instead of providing more 
fish stamps for collectors of fishy 
stamps it appears that these stamps 
will have to take their place in the 
collections of animal stamps that are 
iso frequently mentioned in the papers.

Captain A. C. Townsend of Chicago 
was the Guest Speaker, his subject 
being “Treasure Hunting”. 

The Association went on record as 
condemning the issue of any postage 
stamps which are not issued to be 
placed on general sale at all post- 
offices throughout the country on req- 
uisition by the postmasters of any 
office. 

This would seem to cover the un- 
necessary issues and examples of 
these in the past few years are the 
Zeppelin Stamps of both issues, the 
Byrd stamps both perf. and imperf., 
the imperf. Century of Progress 
sheets and we must go back as far 
as the White Plains Exhibition sheets. 

The Postoffice Department however 
can meet all of these objections by 
announcing in the future that any 
stamps issued may be requisitioned by 
postmasters in any city, thus bringing 
them to the collectors own postoffice 
at face value.

A Reader’s Comment 


April 2, 1934. 
Linn’s Weekly Stamp News, 
Gentlemen: 

Because you have made comments 
at various times regarding the prac- 
tices of dishonest dealers and col- 
lectors, I am moved to write this let- 
ter of protest about an annoying 
stunt used by many stamp dealers. 

It seems strange that the stamp 
business should harbor so many deal- 
ers who use merchandising methods 
that are in most unsavory repute in 
other lines of business. I refer to the 
habit of many concerns of sending out 
unsolicited approval sheets, books and 
packets. Usually no return postage is 
included, and the victim is black-listed 
if he doesn’t “come across.” 

I took this matter up with the local 
post office not long ago when I re- 
ceived such a package. The answer 
given me was to this effect, as near as 
I can remember it: ‘When you re- 
ceive stamps, or any other kind of 
goods that you did not order, you do 
not have to do anything. Let them 
come to your house and get the stuff 
if they want it back. Even though 
they include return postage, you do 
not have to go to the trouble of mail- 
ing the package. It is a gift, so far 
as you are concerned.” 

Many times when I have ordered 
some specific item, the dealer has, as 
he says, “Taken the liberty of enclos- 
ing a selection of approvals.” I am 
expected to pay the postage and re- 
turn stamps in ten days. He certainly 
“takes a liberty” all right, and I am 
making it a rule to buy nothing from 
such unsolicited packages. In the past 
I have re-sealed the stuff and dropped 
it in the mail, stamped if postage was 
included, without postage if I was be- 
ing made the victim of the graft. I am

about “fed up,” however, and am in- 
clined to follow the postal clerk’s ad- 
vice and “let them come and get it, if 
they want it.” I can assure you that 
many concerns are roundly “razzed” 
at our stamp club meetings, and no 
doubt they lose business. 

Evidently stamp collectors are 
obliging fellows, or dealers would 
soon lose enough stamps to make this 
practice no longer profitable.
